HOME, HE WAS BURIED ON AUGUST 24, 1915, FOUR DAYS 
AFTER HIS DEATH. THE BROTHERHOOD OF RAILROAD 
TRAINSMEN PAID THE BILL FOR HIS FUNERAL, WHICH 
CAME TO $32.75.
